At a meeting of the Commiss-
ioners "of The Town of Hender--
sonville, duly called, according to
law, and held at the Town Hall,
Ion the 5th day of June; 1908,
Michael - Schenck, Mayor, and
J. A.Brysorii J. Fr Brooks, J. C.
Morrow, J. 1 M. Rhodes, C.
Ross and J. O. Williams, Com-
missioners, being present,; the
following preamble,- - resolution
and order were made: - '

WHEREAS on the 28th day of
February and the 6th day of Mar-
ch, 1908, the "Commissioners of
The Town of Hendersonville be-

lieving that they "were acting in
the best interest of the .whole
people of The Towtt of Hender-
sonvlUe, passed ordinances and
resolutions to the effect that the
side walks on Main Street and
Anderson Avenue should be pav-
ed with the cement and concrete
as set forth in contract as record-
ed on pages 288 et seg. of the
town records of date 1908, as
work necessary to be done, to be
paid for as provided for in order
recorded in said records on page
284 of said records, as follows:

- Be it Ordained by the Board
of Commissioners; That the work
of putting down concrete pave
ments on Main street and Ander
son avenue, as heretofore deter-
mined, shall all be let to contract
and the work commenced by first
day of April, . 1908, except that
part which may be done by abutt
ing property owners; that the
abutting property owners shall
have the option of doing the work
which is to be charged to them
themselves; Provided the same
is done according to the "specifi
cations and under the regulations
made by the town and within
the time prescribed by the. town,
to-w-it AH owners shall give not
ice in writing to the Secretary
of the Board of Commissioners
by the first day oi April, 1908,

and in all cases where said notice
is not filed with said secretary by
